Northfield people, and this term 
includes not only past and present 
students and faculties of the North- 
field Schools but townspeople as well, 
are a most discriminating group of 
“sermon tasters.” They should be, for 
at school chapel services and the sum- 
mer conferences they have heard most 
of the great English-speaking preach- 
ers of the past 68 years. 

Vherefore it must have afforded a 
large measure of satisfaction to Dr. 
Wiliam E. Park, Northfield’s presi- 
dent, to know that his first book of 
sermons “Narrow Is The Way” was 
enthusiastically received by this group 
as well as by the reading public gen- 
erally when it was published in 194b. 


By the same token it will be gooa 
news to Northfield people to learn that 
& companion volume, “Ihe Quest for 
Inner Peace” has. just come off the 
press. 

_ Like its predecessors this book 
contains a group of sermons preached 
at schools and colleges throughout the 
country. Many of them were used 
first at the Northfield Schools and 
then revised as a result of the reac- 
tion of the student audience here. 


Some of them were also delivered 
to adult congregations and the res- 
ponse has convinced Dr. Park that 
all sermons should be written for 
young people. In the foreword he 
says, “Since the Christian religion 
was founded by a young man who died 
at the age of thirty-three, its spirit 
is youthful, and its. messages should 
be too.” ' 

Dr. Park’s message is youthful in 
the sense that it is fresh, imaginative, 
and sparkling with fine humor. But 
however light his touch, Dr. Park’s 
wisdom and maturity are apparent in 
the masterly handling of the wide 
range of human and spiritual prob- 
lems he discusses. , 


The title sermon, “The Quest for 
Inner Peace,” is, in the reviewer's 
opinion, one of the really great ser- 
mons of our times. In the short space 
of ten pages it encompasses the en- 
tire field of human behaviour and in- 
dicates the Christian path to the kind 
of peace Paul referred to when he 
said, it ‘“passeth all understanding.” 
This sermon should be required read- 
ing for all who are troubled by the 
failure of this postwar world of ours 
to live up to the glowing promises 
made for it. 

The twenty other sermons are 
headed by such titles as “The Cen- 
tury of the Uncommon Man,” “Using 
Our Religion,” “Using Our Failures,” 
and “Wise Choices.” Each is an ad- 
venture in good reading. Published by 
Macmillan. F.W.P.
